Def nse developments in the Satellites., After a general intro- 
duction i-cto Soviet 31oc civil defense measures, a Satellite by 
Satellite run-dovn was made. The generally compulsory civil 
defease service of all able-bodied peooie is accompanied in mo^t 
Satellites by a publicised effort for recruitment and training 
in ci\i.i defense procedures. These involve g/oup training in 
first aid, fire-fighting, security, anti-gas md( recently) in 
anti-atomic and anti-BW measures. Satellite organisations for 
civil defense closely parallel the Soviet model in structure, 
training and techniques. 


The seriousness of Satellite civil defense is shown by the use 
of critical materials such as cement and steel in a pro ram for 
shelter construction. The ring of large shelters around the 
ulgarian capital, Sofia, was discussed as a trend toward con- 
structing special shelters outside target areas. Such shelters 
will be of value for preserving military government, and civil 
defense personnel for post-attack activity.
